The insurance 
diagnostic hospitalization, tuber- 
culosis and related § diseases 
mental treatment ambulance 
fees, blood transfusion and 
blood plasma. It is effective im 
mediately without a _ waiting 
period 

Cost of the plan will be borne 
one-third by the employees and 
two-thirds by the truck mine 
operators. The insurance costs 
$11.68 a month for a family 
man and $3.55 a month for 
a single man 

The plan has been approved 
by the Letcher County Medical 
Society. Beneficiaries have a 
free choice of hospitals but a 
spokesman for the mine opera 
tors said it anticipated they
